‘LONDON, Sept. 22.—The Sofia corre-

ish attack on the village of Perin, where 
the revolutionaries possess considerable 
depots. 

The insurgent bands under Stoyanoff, 
Doncho, and Dervingoff maintained the 
Tight till they were reinforced by other 
bands. under Gen. Zontcheff, head of the 
Macedonian revolutionary organization; 
Yankoff, and Sandansky, the captor of 
Miss Stone. 

The Turkish force, it is stated, was 
completely annihilated. The Colonel com- 
manding it was taken prisoner. 

Another conflict ocqurerd on Sunday 
at Kochani, at the foot of the Osagasska 
Mountains, near the frontier.

SOFIA, Sept. 21.—Fugitives who have ar

The Vienna correspondent of The Times 
says Count von Biilow has been telling 
the Neues Wiener Tageblatt that Ger- 
many willingly leaves it to Austria and

A REACTION IN SERVIA. 


It Is Feared That King Peter Will Never 
Be Able to Shake Himself Free 
from the Clique of 
Assassins.

LONDON, Sept. 22,—At a banquet the 
other night, says a special correspondent 
of The Times, wiring from Belgrade, 
King Peter informed the officers of the 
garrison that no discord existed in the 
army and that full agreement reigned be- 
tween it and the people of the country. 
The correspondent says King Peter un- 
doubtedly wishes this were true in real- 
ity. 

The “new conspiracy,” declares the 
correspondent, is a far more serious mat- 
ter than the Government could dare ac- 
knowledge. Out of a total of 1,500 offi- 
cers in the Servian Army at least 1,000 
are believed to be concerned in the move- 
ment, and with the exception of the per- 
sonal friends and relatives of the sixty- | 
eight “ old conspirators,” the assassins of i 
King Alexander and Queen Draga, prob- 
ably few Servians do not at least secretly 
sympathize with it,

hold all the chief civil and military of- 
fices and the keys of the arsenal and 
treasure chests, and any one crossing 
them is doomed. 

The King himself is surrounded and | 
ruled, and many are losing hope that he 
will ever be able to shake himself free. 
Minister Gentchitch, at whose house the 
murder plot was hatched and who con- 
ducted the secret negotiations with King 
Peter, is openly stated to possess an in- 
criminating letter which is always kept 
hanging over the royal head. 

The correspondent says that in spite of | 
the statement of one of the Ministers 
that Europe is quite mistaken in think- 
ing the Servian Government is in the 
hands of a military clique, it seems that 
the regicides are beginning to realize that 
they have gone too far. Col. Mishitch no 
longer openly swaggers. about his active 
participation in the murders, and was 
careful to explain to the correspondent 
that he only arrived on the scene when 
all was over. He professed to regard the 
“new conspiracy "’ as the work of a few 
foolish young men, who would probably 
be imprisoned a few months. He was 
careful not to mention the fact that the 
Government had been afraid to arrest 
the seniors incriminated in the conspir- 
acy for fear of showing its widespread | 
character, ard that it had only taken a 
few hostages from among the most in- 
fluential and wealthy youngsters con- 
nected with the affair.

His Methods Severely Criticised at a | 
Meeting of the Philadelphia 
Presbytery.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 21.—The mem- 
bers of the Presbytery of Philadelphia were 
plunged into heated discussion over the in- 
dustrial and religious training of the negro 
at the Fall meeting to-day, in the course 
of which Booker T. Washington and his 
were severely criticised. The 
question was brought up through the re-! 
ports of the Freedmen Committee, of which ! 
the Rev. J. Calvin Meade is Chairman. } 
The report says: 

“Through the influence of Booker 
Washington and the representatives of 
Lincoln University, as well as through the 
efforts of the Presbytery, increase of in- | 
terest in this board is noticeable. Public } 
sentiment is also becoming more interested , 
in the race problem. While this has in- | 
creased interest, it has also in some cases 
decreased sympathy for the negro, and | 
every effort is needed to convert public in- ; 
terest jnto practical sympathy. We rec- } 
emmend first ‘that it is the sentiment of 
the Presbytery that no mission field is of 
more vital importance to America to-day | 
than the Mission to Freedmen.’ ”’

‘We have plunged into this field of bar- | 
barism and intend to make the negroes 
Christians, I seriously question the methods 
of Booker T. Washington in educating the 
negro.

Booker Washington was 
in a pulpit in this city recently, and | 
throughout the sermon spoke on horse- 
shoeing and carpentering, not on preaching ;

Strange sights were seen on the east side 
last night. Persons wandering along lone- 
ly streets or drinking in saloon back rooms 
were startled more than once by the ap- 
parition of beings who slipped up to them, 
as though clad in slippers of felt, looked 
with keen eyes into their faces, and slipped 
away again. If nerves. were fashionable on 
the east side doubtiess there would’ have 
been several cases of prostration reported.

All the men disguised themselves. ' Some 
of the disguises consisted only of the re- 
moval of a eollar and searf and cuffs, and 
the wearing of a slouch hat. Several men, 
however, had borrowed old clothes, and 
they gave thémselves: out to be trolley’ con- 
auctors and motormen, butchers, street 
cleaners, or men with trades..A few of 
the men put on false mustaches and whisk- 
ers. One rubbed flour into his hair and on 
his face, and said he was a baker. 

The detectives slipped out one by one and 
made their way to ‘tthe haunts, of the 
“ gangs."’ They watched for thelr men and 
entered saloons, concert halls, and muse- } 
ums. The meén they arrested were found 
playing cards, watching concert hall per- 
formers, or walking about.

President Gompers and John Mitchell 
Will Represent the Unions—Fed- 
,eration Takes No Action.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21,—Through mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee of the 
Federation of Labor, in session this week, 
it is learned that the President, soon after 
his return to the White House, will give a 
number of influential labor leaders a hear- 
ing for the purpose of discussing the issue 
between the Administration and the 
unions. The President's statement that he 
will not take up the Miller case until after 
his return to Washington dovetails into this 
| statement from the Federation of Labor 
officials. It is said that. President Gompers 
and John Mitchell will be the first to be 
heard by the President. 

Interest centres here in the protest which 
the Central Labor Union of Washington 
has sent to the President. Since copies of 
the resolutions of protest were sent to the 
520 organizations affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, many replies 
have been received, and these will be read 
before the Executive Committee. Most of 
the organizations, it is said, have indorsed 
the movément. It is understood that only 
one organization has refused to consider 
the resolutions, though a number have 
postponed action and have requested fur- 
| ther information concerning the case. Sev- 

eral have asked for copies of the Presi- 

dent’s order declaring against discrimina- 
tion in favor of union labor. - 

Among the labor bodies postponing action 
is the Columbia Typographical Union of 
Washington, which t yesterday and @on- 
sidered the resolutions. A member of the 


union said that the postponement cannot 
be considered as a rejection of the resolu- 
tions, as the interests of the printers and 
the bookbinders in the Government Print- 
ing Office are identical. It was voted to 
delay indorsement until after.the Presi- 
dent's return to Washington, in view of the 
President's statement that he would not 
consider the Miller case until he took up 
his duties at the White House. 

The Miller case was not taken up at the 
Federation committee’s meeting to-day. 
President Gompers said there were many 
important questions to come before the 
Executive Council besides the discussion of 
the Miller case and the recent action taken 
by the Central Labor Union of Washington, 
which is circulating petitions calling on the 
President to rescind -his order in the Miller 
case and to modify his ruling in favor of 
the “open shop” in all Government de- 
partments.

The President Thinks It Should Be

WASHINGTON, Sept, 21.—The multiplic- 
ity of controversies in the Government 
Printing Office from time to time has sug- 
gested that the office might be adminis- 
tered with more gratifying results if it 
were placed in some one of the executive 
departments, The-diffieulty over the status 
ef Agststant Foreman Miller has empha- 
sized this opinion of late, and it is said 
cn g00d authority that the President has 
; concluded: that it would be wise to place 
' the office in the Department of Commerce. 
This will make Secretary George B. Cortel- 
you the executive official in control of the 
otfice and lead to a number of changes in 
the method of. administering the work of 
the renin office. + 

This decision is the result of the investi- 
gation ot the special committee which has 

een looking into the working of the office 
and several other bureaus. It is believed 
that the change will not only dispose of the 
laber troubles, but bring about certain 
ecenomies which have been demanded for 
meny years. Different bureaus from time 
ts time attempt, to get printing done at 
the Government office in competition with 
outside concerns. It almost invariably re- 
sults that the Government Printing Office 
is underbid by the outside concerns, 

It was hinted, too, to-day that the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission may be turned 
over to the new department. The Govérn- 
ment Printing Office igs now under the con- 
trol of no department. 


IGNORES THE MILLER CASE. 


Federated Trades Council of Milwau- 
kee Decides to Take No Action.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 21.—The Fed- 
erated Trades Council of Milwaukee does 
not propose to go on record as condemning 
President Roosevelt as unfair. This was

He is lighter than 
the others who were making the trip, and, 
securing the start, at each place had _ his 
pick of horses, giving him a decided ad- 
vantage. 

He reached New York at 11:20 Saturday 
night, and started for West Point yester- 
day. Just before he reached Garrisons 
his horse gave out. He reported by signal 
to. West Point. Then he came to this place, 


crossed to Newburg, and went to West 
oint. 

Davis weighed 137 pounds when he start- 
ed, and last night weighed 108 pounds. He 
was very tired, but happy to think he had 
broken the record. The Government aims 
to test the stamina of man and horse in a 
long ride, and it is said to be a sugges- 
tion of the new Commander in Chief.

CURRENCY REFORM IN EAST. 


Prof.'Jenks, Commissioned by the Presi- 
dent to Go to China and Pro- 
mote the Cause.

ITHACA, N. Y., Sept. 21:—Prof. 


has just returned from Europe, where he 
has been serving on the American Mone- 
tary Commission sent to Europe to pro- 
mote pl for putting China and other 
silver countries on a gold basis, has 
been seleeted by President Roosevelt to go 
to China and further the work of that_body. 
Prof. Jenks will obtain’a leave: of absence 
for a. year and will go to the Orient, stop- 
ping fitst in Japan; and then in China. He 
finally will make another visit to the Phil- 
ippines to assist the Administration in its 
currency problem there. 

In China he will visit all the leading 
Viceroys and the Imperial Government at 
Peking and do all in™his power to assist 
in bringing about a currency reform, in 
eompliance with the request from the Mid- 
dle Kingdom which this Government re- 
ceived some time ago. 

Prof. Jenks said to-day: 

“The first step has been taken in pre- 
senting the matter to the great powers of 
Europe, who, because of the indemnity due 
them from/China, have a right to ask to be 
consulted regarding a question which will 
affect so intimately the financial standing 


of China. The next step of preparing and 
putting into effect a suitable plan must be 
taken by the Chinese Government itself. 

“ Of course, a work so complicated in its 
nature in a country like China is not easily 
carried out, and it- is quite possible that, 
although the effort may be earnestly made, 
some time must elapse before China can 
succeed in fully carying out its plans, al- 
though they may be well formulated and 
inaugurated without a very long delay. “If 
the Government does succeed after a care- 
ful length of time in giving to China a 
currency on the gold exchange basis, the 
result will be of inestimable benefit to the 
trade of the United States and of other 
commercial nations, besides strengthening 
China in all directions.”’ 


Army of Twenty-five Men Sent 
Nicaragua to Oppose Threatened 
Invasion by Honduras.

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 21.—Advices of 
the expected invasion of Nicaragua by 
Honduras to enforce that country’s oppo- 
sition to the action of Nicaragua in giving 
a concession to James Dietrich of Pitts- 
burg, head of a $6,000,000 concern in ‘which 
Cleveland capitalists are interested, reached 
here to-day via the American steamship 
Breakwater. A force of twenty-five sol- 
diers was transported from Bluefields to 
Cape Gracias to oppose the invasion, and 
an additional squad of 125 Nicaraguans will 
be dispatched to the same place. 
Last month &@ commission, headed by Gen. 
Pascual Ordunez, was sent. by Gen. Bonilla, 
President of Honduras, to Cape Gracias to 


notify the Coilector of the Port there that 
if iéaragua did not recognize certain 
Tights claimed by Honduras along the 
anks River, separating Honduras, and 
Nicaragua, war would be proclaimed. 

As soon as Gen. Ordonez and his com- 
mission had arrived at the Cape President 
Zelaya began to prepare for trouble. 
first thing he id was to send Capt. 
Ugarte with the twenty-five soldiers.

The Executive Committee of the Greater 
New York Democracy last night by a vote 
of 50 to 1 ratified the action of the Fusion 
conference in Indonsing the renomination of

The one dissenting voice was that 
of William Hepburn Russell, Chairman of

Borough President Cantor and John T. 
Cronin made redhot speeches in opposition 
to the position taken by Mr. Russell, Mr. 
Cantor declaring that he was as much op- 
posed to the interference of David Bennett 
Hill in local politics as, he was to that of 
President Rooseyelt, and Mr. Cronin char- 
acterizing Mr. Russell as a “ Judas. Is- 
cariot.”’ 

Mr. Russell also indulged in straight-out 
talk, one OT his assertions being that “ the 
rottenest piece of business which it had 
heen his duty to investigate as Commis- 
sioner of Accounts was the management of 
the Armory Board under the existing ad- 
ministration.”’ 

Mr. Russell sent his resignation as Com- 
missioner of Accounts to Mayor Low yes- 
terday afternoon with a letter in which he 
outlined the reasons which had induced him 
to take a position in antagonism to Mayor 
Low's candidacy for re-election. In brief, 
his statement of his position was that, 
while he was willing to admit that Mayor 
' Low had given the city a capable adminis- 
| tration, he felt that support of Mr. Low’s 
andidacy in the coming campaign would 
mean the giving of a partisan advantage 
to the Republicans in the State and Nation 
in 1904. Mayor Low immediately accepted 
the resignation. ‘ 

The mecting of the Executive Committee 
Was called to @@der by Leader John C. 
Sheehan, and Mr. Russell, being recognized, 
spoke his two columns of prepared speech. 
It was similar in nearly all respects to the 
argument which he made before the Fusion 
conference a fortnight ago. Mr. Russell 
was followed by President Cantor, who 
said, in “part:

Have you already 
forgotten that you, as .Commissioner of 
Accounts, preferred charges against the 
present leader of Tammany Hall’s admin- 
istration of the Dock Board, on which 
eharges District Attorney Jerome based 
his John Doe proceedings?

“Tt ts true that under the Low adminis- 
tration there has not been enough patron- 
age given to the Greater New York Democ- 
racy to go around, but if Tammany is re- 
turned to power the organization won’t get 
any.

John T. Cronin, one of the district lead- 
ers, who was a conferree at the Fusion 
conference, denied Mr. Russell’s right to 
‘ lay down the principles of Democracy for 
the organization.

When Mr. Cronin had concluded Mr. Rus- 
sell again got the floor, and it was then 
that he made the charges against the ad- 
ministration of the Armory Board.

ATTACKS THE ROMAN CHURCH. 


Pamphlet by the Rev. Arthur Ritchie 
Causes Talk Among Up-Town 
Roman Catholics. 


The Rev. Arthur Ritchie, rector of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of St. Igna- 
tius at West Eighty-seventh Street and 
West End Avenue, has caused quite a sen- 
sation among Roman Catholics up town by 
issuing a pamphlet in which he urges them 
to enter the Anglican Church and forget 
‘the errors of the Papacy.’’ The invita- 
tion is followed by an attack on the Roman 
Pontiffs and various dogmas of the Catho- 
lic Church. The Rev. Mr. Ritchie declares 
he is not posing as a ‘‘ John the Baptist,” 
but believes God wants him to save Catho- 
lics of the Roman communion. He ex- 
horts them to ‘‘come to God’s church and 
be happy.”’ 

His criticisms in part take the form of a 
corversation between an Anglican and a 
novice in religion. “ Give us an example 
of Catholic indifference?’’ he makes the 
novice ask. The reply is: ‘Pope Leo 
XIII. gave the Duke de Costa permission 
to remarry. And he was a divorced man, 
and the Catholic Church, through its Popes 
still decleres against divorce and every- 
thing.”’ The pamphlet concludes by ap- 
pealing to all Roman Catholics to open 
their eyes “ before the night of misbelief 
ay superstitution darken them for all 
time.’’ 

The pamphlet was struck off in *the 
guildroom of St. Ignatius’s Church, and dis- 
tributed by persons claiming to be agents 
of the Rev. Mr. Ritchie, who, however, 
denied last night that he had hired men. 

“What I have to say is intended solely 
for our Roman friends,” he said. ‘‘ They 
need light. Let them come to us,”’ 

The Rey, Father John Wynee, 8. J., editor 
of The Messenger, when asked his opinion 
of the Rev. Mr. Ritchie's pamphlet, said: 

“These are old stories that have been 
refuted times out of number. It is apparent 
there must be -some defection in the 
Anglican community.” 


STRIKE A POLITICAL ISSUE. 


Colorado Populists Denounce State Ad- 
ministration for Sending Troops 
to Cripple Creek. 


DENVER, Col., Sept. 21.—The Populist 
State Convention to-day nominated Dis- 
trict Judge Frank W. Owers of Leadville 
for Justice of the Supreme Court. Reso- 
lutions were adopted condemning in vigor- 
ous language the present Republican State 
Administration, and also denouncing the 
Democratic Party because the recent 
Democratic State Convention failed to de- 
nounce the use of military at Cripple 
Creek. The resolutions say: 


We condemn the Republican State Adminis- 
tration as corrupt, vacillating, incompetent, and 
infamous, and as a crowning proof of its in- 
famy we point to conditions in Cripple Creek, 
where the military has been farmed out Hke 
Hessians to the mine owners in aid of a con- 
spiracy to break a strike.

Democrats Plan Planks on Police 
. Blackmail and Deveryism. 


Murphy Says McClellan Ie a Stronger 
Man Than He Looks — Tammany 
Leader on Dr. Parkhurst's 
Comment. 


Planks denouncing police blackmail and 
Deveryism, and resenting supposed interfer- 
ence in city affairs of President Rogsevelt 
and Gov, Odell, will be inserted in the Dem- 
ocratic city platform according to the out- 
line agreed upon last night when the Com- 
mittee on Platform, appointed Friday night 
by the City Committee, met at the Demo- 
cratic Club, This committee will complete 
its synopsis of the platform to be drawn 
up and will submit it Thursday night at the 
meeting of the City Committee, called to 
receive this report and to agree upon can- 
didates to present to the city convention, 

All the members of the Committee on 
Platform were present at the Democratic 
Club, and ex-officio Charles. F. Murphy, 
leader of the Wigwam, met with them, The 
committee included Bernard J, York, Chair- 
man, and representing Brooklyn: James J. 
Martin for Manhattan, Joseph Cassidy for 
Queens, Louls F, Haffen for the Bronx, and 
Judge John J, Kenney for Richmond. 

The planks denouncing police blackmail 
and Deveryism are much along the issues 
raised by Lewis Nixon in his interview of 
Several days ago, and the Tammany lead- 
ers believe that a Nixon platform would 
prove a strong document on which to run 
Congressman McClellan for the Mayoralty. 

Other planks practically decided upon in- 
clude an appeal for Democratic harmony 
in this great Democratic stronghold, es- 
pecially on the eve of the Presidential elec- 
tion. It will be urged that the effect of 
the municipal election here will be wide- 
spread on the National Democracy. The 
platform also will denounce the interfer- 
ence of President Roosevelt and Gov. Odell 
into municipal affairs, and the administra- 
tion of Mayor Low, “ under the guise of 
non-partisanship,"’ will be declared to be a 
sham and solely in the interests of the 
Republican Party. 

Gov. Odell’s tax policies will be attacked, 
and especially the revision of the Nquor tax 
Jaw, by which it will be declared millions 
of dollars are now being taken from the 
city,under the increased taxes, while only 
a few hundreds of ‘thousands additional 
funds’ go into the city treasury from these 
sources. It also will be declared that the 
bulk of the great public improvements, for 
which the Fusion Government is claiming 
credit, were inaugurated under Tammany 
administrations. 

There will be a further meeting of the 
committee to-night at the Democratic 
Club, and at the same time the Committee 


on Officers, which will select Chairmen 
and other officers of the convention and 
present the names to the City Committee, 
will hold a meeting. 

During the evening Charles F. Murphy 
was in consultation with various leaders, as 
he had been earlier in the day, and all who 
spoke with him expressed the emphatic be- 
lief that he is standing sondiy for the nom- 
ination of George B. McClellan for Mayor, 
without the slightest change in his posi- 
tion because of the demands made upon 
him by the Brooklyn representatives, 
James Shevlin, Patrick H. McCarren, John 
L. Shea, and Bernard J. York. 

“McClellan is stronger than he looks, 
and you _ may take that any way you 
please,”’ declared the Tammany leader. 

This remark was brought about by the 
question as to whether he did not think 
the young Congressman, who popularly is 
regarded as the Murphy choice for the 
nomination to head the ticket, had lost 
flesh during his tour of the Continent. 
Throughout the day, during this talk and 
after it; the Tammany leader was in good 
humor, evidently feeling that the opposition 
t» his plans would amount to little when it 
comes to the actual naming of the candi- 
dates to go on the ticket. He was told that 
the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst had said that even 
if an “ Angel of Light’’ were nominated on 
the Tammany ticket he still would be a 
Tammany ran. 

‘Dr. Parkhurst is right there,"’ said Mr. 
Murphy, with a smile, ‘and we would want 
the Angel of Light still to be a Tammany 
man. I am told, too, that Dr. Parkhurst 
bad a good many kind words to say about 
McClellan, that he knew him well, and 
never heard anything sald about the char- 
acter of the Congressman, I guess neither 
the doctor nor any one else ever did hear 
anything against McClellan, and for the 
best of reasons.”

MR. McCLELLAN HUMOROUS. | 


Says He Has Given Out Several Inter- 
views on the Weather by 
Special Request. 


Congressman George B. McClellan, him- 
self an old newspaper man, and fully ap- 
preciating the humors of the situation, had 
many a good laugh yesterday over the way 
he is being sought after for news and by 
all classes of persons for all sorts of things. 

“Why, the thing started this morning be- 
fore I had concluded my beauty sleep,’’ he 
said jokingly last night, while in his room 
at the Murray Hill Hotel. ‘ Before I had 
finished my last dream I was aroused by 
several knocks at the door, and a reporter 
wanted to know why I was going to Prince- 
ton to see Grover Cleveland. I was aston- 
ished, and when I said so plainly he showed 
me several morning papers containing the 
statement. 

“The whole thing was a joke, starting 
the night before, when I said I might go 
to Princeton some day soon to see some 
fuotball on the old familiar campus of my 
Alma Mater. uBt the story got out and 
they had me going to see Mr. Cleveland, 
who is a man I greatly admire and with 
whose friendship I have been favored. The 
last time I saw Mr. Cleveland was in 1897, 
on March 38, when I called at the White 
House to shake hands with him before he 
went out of office. 

‘Well, the next thing that happened in 
the line of excitement was my breakfast 
and ride down town, aided in the pictur- 
esque fashion by a multiplicity of cameras 
and scribes. At my law office I went 
through my mail and issued five inter- 
views on the weather, at the special re- 
quest of the interviewers, The most thrill- 
ing event of the day in my life was that 


at 4:14% o'clock P, M. I sat in the barber's 
chair and had a haircut. Three reporters 
and four cameras with two cartoonists 
were present, 

“Then I strolled about the Murray Hill 
Hotel corridors for fifteen minutes, smoked 
a cigar and gave out three more interviews 
on the state of the weather, Finally I 
committed the criminal act of speakin 
over the telephone to my old _ friend, 
Charles F. Murphy of Tammany Hall. 

“Such intense excitement is wearing on 
my nerves, and the only relief is when I re- 
ceive some such novelty in the shape of a 
eal] as I had to-night. A man. came here 
who was ready to solve the problem be- 
tween capital and labor. It was not such 
a serious problem at all, as he outlined it, 
and it was entirely within my power to 
solve it and make myself famous for all 
time. The process consisted in taking an 
oblong slip of paper from my checkbook, 
filling in the blank spaces for $100, then 
signing my name, and handing it over to 
the caller, 

“I declined, and I am afraid I never 
shall be famous. And it would have been 
so cheap, too, to get so much renown, I 
really am afraid I made the pistake of my 
life. But it is past now and I don’t believe 
that the philanthropist will ever 
another such a chance. Oh, well!’

Gaffney, when, as President of the New 
York Contracting and Trucking Company 
and at the same time’a member of: the 
Board of Aldermen, he secured the lease of 
the pier at the foot of West Seventy-ninth 
Street from the city for his company, did 
not constitute a violation of the city char- 
ter or a misdemeanor. 

The case came before Justice Bischoff on 
habeas corpus proceedings begun by Gaff- 
ney. The Alderman had been held by Jus- 
‘Nice Mayer of the Court of Special Ses- 
sions on a charge of violating, Section 1,533 
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of the city charter, which provides In gen- 
eral that no city official shall in any way 
be interested in a contract or lease with the 
city. The lease was obtained on July 31, 
1901, from the Van Wyck Dock Board, of 
¥. Murphy, the present 
Tammany leader, was the Treasurer, 

In his decision Justice Bischoff sustains 


a demurrer to the District Attorney’s return 


on the habeas corpus and certiorari pro- 
ceedings and orders Gaffney's release. He 
declareg that the wording of the section in- 
volved was ambiguous enovgh to cause 
some doubt as to its construction, and he 
gives Gaffney the benefic of that doubt. 
The section has since been amended and 
made more definite, and Justice Bischoff 
declares that had it Been in force in its 


amended form at the time of the lease 
Gaffney would have fallen within its pro- 
visions. 

Justice Bischoff in his deci#ion says: 

If the intentional acquisition of every ex 
benefit from a contract with the city te oes 
to have been within the penal effect of the pro« 
visions of the section Invoked before its amend- 
ment {n 1901, then clearly every time any mem- 
ber of the municipal Government essayed as a 
passenger to board the car of any of the street 
railway companies conducting business under a 
franchise from the city, subscribed for the sup- 
ply of lighting gas or electricity by those like- 
wise operating by municipal consent, or availed 
himself of the transit convenience of the licensed 
cabman or the carriage of the licensed dray- 
man, he subjected himself to the punishment 
imposed. Will any rationally minded person 
contend that this is what the Legislature meant? 
Assuredly not. 

Yet such must be taken to have been its mean- 
ing, if nothing more than a stockholder’s relation 
to the corporation having contracted with the 
city invited the application of the provisions 
alluded to before the amendment, because that 
relation ‘implied some general possibility of 
benefit. 

‘Such an interpretation of the charter 
provision,’ says the decision, ‘“‘is repug- 
nant to and tortures common sense.” 


BRONX TO RENAME HAFFEN. 


Borough President to Run a Third Time, 
Because of Mayoralty Boom

With his. Mayoralty boom collapsed, 
Louis_F. Haffen, President of the Borough 
of the Bronx, will again become his party’s 
candidate for re-election to his present of- 
fice. This information was current at 
Tammany Hall yesterday, and was put 
out by the close friends of Haffen. They

RWVAL COURT DENOUNCED 
Admiral Evans Calls Its Finding 
“a Travesty of Justice.” 


NAVY'S HONOR NOT UPHELD 


“ Disgraceiui Conduc: of Accusei Pa = 
‘ Mhaster Less Reprehensible Than 
That of His Judges.”’ 


A sensation was created among naval 
officers here yesterday by the receipt of @ 
general court-martial order received on 
Stinday by the department at Washington 
from Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, com- 
mander in chief of the Asiatic fleet, in the 
case of Assistant Paymaster Rishworth 
Nicholson, convicted of ‘*‘ drunkenness” 
and “scandalous conduct tending to the 
déstruction of good morals.” 

in disapproving the sentence—a reduction 
of five numbers in grade—as being inade- 
quate to the offense, Admiral Evans ex- 
preses his ‘ thorough lack of confidence in 


the integrity ’’ of each of the officers of 
the court-martial who voted forthe sen- 
tence. He gays that the convicted officer 
ought to ve been dismissed from the 
gervice, and that “never before within 
the knowledge of the convening authority, 
@na doubtless not within the memory of 
any officer of the service, has such a trav- 
esty of justice been committed.’’ 

The papers in the case have, 
request of the court-martial, been f: 
ed to the Secretary of the Navy. 
action is said to be unusual, and was taken 
in consequence of the severe strictures 
made upon the court by Admiral 
Evans. 

As copies of naval general court-martial 
orders, affecting officers and enlisted men 
alike, are required to be posted in every 
receiving ship and naval vessel and naval 
station and office, Admiral Evans's re- 
flections will be read by every officer and 
enlisted man in the service. They involve 
seven officers, headed by Capt. Uricl Se- 
bree, commanding the battleship Wisconsin, 
the flagship of the Rear Admiral command- 
ing the Nerthern Squadron in Asiatic 
waters. The other members are Command- 
er William A. Marshall, Lieut. Commander 
Arthur W. Dodd, Lieut. Commander Thom- 
as W. Kinkaid, Lieut. Philip Williams, 
Paymaster Harry E. Biscoe, and Past As- 
sistant Paymaster George R. Venable. 

Peymaster Nichoison was attached to the 
Sunboat Don Juan de Austria when, several 
weeks ago, in a ballroom ashore at Che- 
Foo, he was accused of having committed, 
while intoxicated, an unvrovoked assault 
upon an aged civilian. He was placed on 
trial on board the fiagship Wisconsin under 
three charges, namely, ‘ drunkenness,” 
“scandalous conduct tending to the de- 
struction of good morals,’ and “‘ falsehood.”’ 
He was found guilty on the first two 
charges and acquitted on the falsehood 
charge. Three members of the court recom- 
mended even further clemency than was 
shown to him. 

The case, in the regular order, was sent 
to the commander in chief, who was the 
convening authority, for review. Admiral 
Evans promptly sent the case back to the 
court with his disapproval of the sentence 
as inadequate, and asked that it be recon- 
sidered and revised. The court, upon re- 
vision, adhered to its origina! findings and 
sentence. Thereupon the commander for- 
warded the order to Washington with the 
memorandum expressing his vigorous dis- 
approval. 


THE ADMIRAL’S MEMORANDUM 


The memorandum reads, in part: 

“ The court, upon its findings of ‘ drunk- 
enness’ and ‘scandalous conduct tending 
to the destruction of good morals,’ sen- 
tenced Paymaster Nicholson ‘ to be reduced 
five (5) numbers in his grade,’ and three 
Members of -the court, namely: Lieut, 
Philip Williams, Paymaster Harry E. Bis- 
coe, and Passed Assistant Paymaster 
George R. Venable, United States Navy, 
submitted, as a reason for granting clem- 
ency, the following: ‘In consideration of 
the nature of the offenses and the circum- 
stances connected therewith,’ which to the 
convening authority is the most astounding 
part, rade, of the whole record. That 
an officer, guilty by plea of ' dgunkenness’ 
and convicted by the court of ‘ scandalous 
conduct’ in assaulting a gentleman, prob- 
ably more than double his age, and also 
proved by the evidence, but not acknowl- 
edged by the court, guilty of ‘ faisehood,’ 
should receive the ridiculous punishment 
awarded and then be recommended to clem- 
éncy by three members of the seven, is a 
Op tage revelation. These three officers, 
Lieut. Williams, Paymasters Biscoe and 
Venable, have proved to the convening au- 
thority and to the fleet their unworthiness 
to hereafter act as members of a court 
and not again will they be placed in a posi- 
tion of passing judgment upon other per- 
sons or guardin 
and dignity of the Naval Service. 

* Never before within the knowledge of 
the convening authority, and doubtless not 
within the memory of any officer of the 
service, has such a travesty of justice been 
committed as was done by the court in the 
case of Assistant Paymaster Nicholson, and 
it is with the sincerest regret that this 
General Court-Martial Order must go be- 
fore the service promulgating such a trial. 
It is sufficient to make their brother offi- 
cers blush with shame to realize that there 
exists among the commissioned officers of 
the navy at least four (for that was the 
smailest number required by law to have 
arrived at the findings and sentence in 
this case) who have so little interest in 
meintaining the honor, dignity, and dis- 
cipline of the service, and so smal) an idea 
of the binding quality of the oath which 
rt. took as. members of the court. 

“The convening authority deeply regrets 
thatthe names of those officers who suc- 
eeeded in making the court award this ridic- 
ulous sentence must remain unknown, and 
it is unfortunate indeed that the remaining 
members of the court, who acted in ac- 
cordance with the dictates of their con- 
ciences and of the oath they had taken 
could not be separated from those whose 
action in this case has tended much to bring 
disgrace upon the Naval Service. 

AS TO THE SECOND CHARGE. 

“The finding upon the second charge: 
*Scandalous conduct tending to the de- 
struction of good morals,’ in the specifica- 
tion of which the accused was charged with 
making an unprovoked public assault upon 
an official of a foreign Government, was 
“guilty,’ but in this finding the court struck 
out the word ‘ unprovoked,’ thereby de- 
stroying the gist of the offense’ committed 
by the accused. It is ustounding that the 
court, «yen the four members necessary to 
arriye at this conclusion, could have 
thought for an instant that they were 
guided by their consciences or by their 
cath. Not one witness introduced by the 
presecution or defense in any manner tes- 
tified that the assault committed by Puy- 
master Nicholson was provoked; while each 
witness who testified at all, either for the 
prosecution or the defense, stated not other- 
wise than such as to convince any fair 
minded man that the assault committed 
upon this elderly gentleman by Paymaster 
Nicholson was unprovoked, intentional, and 

ersistent, In short, the assault committed 

y. Paymaster Nicholson,- as thoroughly 
established by the evidence. was of such a 
character that the finding should have been 
‘guilty “and thf sestence hardly less than 
dismissal from the navy. : 

“With reference to the third charge and 
the specification thereunder, ‘ falsehood,’ 
the court found the ac¢used ‘not guilty’ 
of both charge and specification. A copy 
of the written official statement which 
Paymaster Nicholson submitted to the 
Commander in Chief, on the day following 
the assault, was incorporated in the speci- 
fication of this charge. and in it Paymaster 
Nicholson flatly denied that thére had been 
any altercation. The witnesses for the 
prosecution testified that the gentleman 
assaulted appealed to them for protection, 
that Mr. Nicholson was pulling and jerking 
him by the arm, and at the same time ad- 
dressing him in language of a most dis- 
Busting and objectionable nature. These 
Witnesses clearly proved the false state- 
ments. made by Mr. Nicholson. The fact 
that Mr. Nicholson had committed a false- 
hood was therefore established beyond a 
seintilla of a doubt.

PURE FOOD EXAMINATIONS.

Ritchie; that Mr. Arnold-Forster, Secretary 
10 .the Admiralty, will be Secretary for 
War, in succession to Mr. ’ Brodrick, and 
tHat Mr. Brodrick will be Secretary. for 
India, in succession to Lord George Ham- 
ilton. 

Well-informed persons ekpress the opin- 
‘fon that Lord Selborne, whose name has 
béen mentioned as Mr. Chamberlain's suc 
cessor, will remain at the Admiralty td 
Carry out the reforms he has inaugurated. 

The question of the support of the Na- 
tienalist Party for the new fiscal policy of 
retaliation is said to be the subject of ne- 
gotiations between the Government and 
the Trish leaders. It is*reported that Chief 
Trish Secretary Wyndham is offering a 
coneéssion in the shape of a Roman Cath- 
olic college at Dublin; while the National- 
ists, on the other hand, are demanding a 
Measure of local self-government as the 


price of their support. Whether or not! 


these statements are well-founded, it ap- 
péars clear that the Nationalists intend to 
uSe the Cabinet crisis as a lever.

WEST POINT METHODS PRAISED. 


London Times Suggests That They Be 
Considered by British Army 
Reformers.

LONDON, Sept. 22.—The Times, which 
has been publishing appreciative articles 
describing the thoroughgoing and many 
sided education and training given to 
the American cadets at West Point, says 
editorially to-day that the British Army 
reformers will find in the articles much 
food for thought. Americans have been 
teo shrewd to allow room for the plea 
sometimes advanced by idle young offi- 
cers in England that they are inade- 
quately paid. This is shown by the pay 
granted during residence at West Point 
as well as the pay after the officers are 
commissioned. 

It does not follow, says .The Times, 
that Great Britain ought blindly to fol- 
low the American system, but the lesson 
that can be derived from America should 
by no means be neglected, though the 
differences between West Point and 
Sandhurst and Woolwich are too great 
to be bridged over in a single generation. 


Speed of 114 Miles an Hour. 
BERLIN, Sept. 21.—A burst of speed at 
the rate of 114 miles an hour was reached 
on Saturday on the Zossen electric line, 
but over what distance is not disclosed. 


The length of the line is eighteen miles. 
The whole line was guarded, and unprivi- 
leged observers were not permitted to ap- 
proach it. 


LIKE THE KISHINEFF MASSACRE. 

KOENIGSBERG, Prussia, Sept. 21.—With 
reference to the recent rioting between 
Christians and Jews at ‘Comel, in the Rus- 
tigen Government of Moghileff, which was 


suppressed by the military with the loss 
of anumber of lives, the Hartungsche 
Zeitung of this city publishes an account 
furnished by an eyewitness, who says the 
affair almost equalled the massacre at 
Kishineff. 


A MISSION TO ABYSSINIA. 


R. P, Skinner, Consul General at Mar- 
seilies, Will Be Accompanied by a 


Detachment of Marines. 

WASHINGTON, Sepi. 21.—Under instruc- 
tions from the State Department, Robert 
P. Skinner, the United States Consul Gen- 
eral at Marseilles, will penetrate the wilds 
of Abyssinia, guarded by a detachment of 
American marines from the European 
Squadron. He goes to negotiate with the 
Negus a commercial treaty, which, it is 
hoped, will give important advantages to 
American trade. 

The Navy Department has informed the 
ji tate Department that either the Machias, 
now at\Port Said, or the San. Francisco, 
which is iying off Beirut, will be available 
to take, Mr. Skinner to Jibuti. From there 
the Consul General, accompanied by a ma- 
Tine guard of sixteen men, will visit the 
capital of Abyssinia and Harrar. State 
Department officials say Mr. Skinner’s mis- 
sion is of a confidential character, and 
they refuse to make public its details, 

In the event that the San Franctsco is 
selected to convey Mr. Skinner to Jibuti 
she will be replaced by the Machias unless 
the American ships are ordered from Beirut 
before his departure. 

Mr. SKinner is at present in Ohio. He 
will confer with State Department officials 
before leaving America. 

CANTON, Ohio, Sept. 21.—Consul General 
Skinner was in Canton to-day, and stated 
that he would leave for Washington early 
next ‘week, to receive instructions relative 
to hi: special mission to Abyssinia, 

Mr. Skinner expects to sail for France 
on Oct. 8. 


Mr. Skinner -has long been interested in 
Atyssinia ahd has sent to the State De- 
partment a number of reports on the op- 
pertunities for American trade in that 
country. Most of the news from the Ne- 
gus’s empire comes by way of Marseilles, 
which is the terminal port of the Jibuti 


steamers. 
In .. report printed last October Mr. Skin- 


nec stated that there seemed to be no im- 
mediate prospect of the sale of American 
goods in Abyssinia other than cottons and 
petroleum. One recent order for American 
agricultural machinery, however, had been 
placed. As far as trade with Abyssinia 
prope was concerned, said Mr. Skinner, 
thére would be no competition for the next 
five years, as the house of Livierato Fréreg 
of Marseilles and Ne. York had purchased 
the. exclusive rignt to import cottons at the 
annual rate of 220, Maria Theresa 
thalers, (about $103,000,) plus the duty of 8 
per cent. During the same period the same 
firm had exclusive control of the return 
commerce in goat and gee | skins.

It was said at his 
place of business yesterday that he had 
indorsed many notes for Tenner. 

Austrich lived at 344 West Fifty-fifth 
Street, which is-the residence of Mr. and 
Mrs. M. Meyer. It was said there last 
night that he had been a member of the 
household for fourteen years. He was not 
related to them) the familly sald, and they 
knew of his having no other friends or 
relatives save Tenner, whose death he took 
reatly to heart. They had kfttown long 
fefore that Austrich was in great financial 
difficulties, but the family united in de- 
claring their belief that he had not com- 
mitted suicide.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Plans for the 
exhibit of the Indian Territory at the St. 
Louls Exposition are progressing rapidly. 
Thomas Ryan, First Assistant Secretary of 
the Interior, and Chairman of the Commis- 
Sion for the Indian Territory, } is\ busy 
formulating the outline of the exhibit. 

An official exposition folder, issued by 
order of the Exeeutive Commissioner, C. 
H. Hubbard of Muscogee, containing much 
valuable information about the resources 
of that region, is on file at the Interior 
Department. Fifty thousand dollars is 
available for the collection and installa- 
tion of the exhibit, $25,000 was appropriated 
by Congress, and $25,000 raised by popular 
subscription in the territory. , 

The fruit exhibit will be exceptionally 
fine. This Fall 100 barrels.of apples will be 
shipped from the orchards of Indian Ter- 
ritory and’ put in cold storage in St. Louis 
until the opening of the Expogition. Fresh 
strawberries, peaches, pears, grapes, &c., 
will be kept on convenient tables during the 
be acun, 


The coal operators of the Indian Territory 
are actively at work, and a magnificent 
exhibit of this great industry is in process 
of formation. Products of the oil fields, 
deposits of asphaltum, lead, zinc, &c., 
native marbles,.granite. and other building 
stones will be exhibited. 

Photographs of every town and notable 
locality in the Territory will be furnished 
by the Chamber of Commerce of each town 
and placed in albums, to be deposited in the 
Territarial Building on the exposition 
grounds

district schools are maintained by the In- 
dian nations.

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HOW IT LOOKS ABROAD. 

The latest English papers bring us ex- 
tended comments on the scandals al- 
ready exposed and in the course of inves- 
tigation in our Post Office Department. 
They are, as a rule, unusually temperate 
and fair, and there is much less of the 
tone of superiority in them than we for- 
merly were accustomed to. It is recog- 
nized that the evils, actual and probable, 
are serious. The corruption has been dis- 
covered in grades of the service specific- 
ally charged with the direction and su- 
pervision of the work, and with the pres- 
ervation of its purity as well as effi- 
ciency. That the Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral for the Post Office: and his imme- 
diate subordinates should be dismissed; 
that the General Superintendent of Free 
Delivery and the General Superintendent 
of Salaries and Allowances should be un- 
der indictment for receiving bribes and 
for conspiracy to defraud the Govern- 

_ ment—these facts, with the details that 
have acocmpanied them, are taken as 
conclusive evidence that the evil is deep- 
seated. And the seat of most of the evil 
is correctly inferred to be the practice of 
appointment for political reasons instead 
of for fitness. alone. 

It is to be noted that nearly every man 
in prominent position who has been in- 
volved in these scandals has been more 
or less high in the counsels of the party 
in power. That does not mean that the 
partyin power is any more corrupt than 
its rival. But it does mean that these 
men have won advancement more by 
their political activity than by their char- 
acter and efficiency. “Another feature of 
the case is that, im nearly every case 
where a man of this sort is accused of 
bad conduct, he straightway declares 
that the charge is animated by political 
hostility. That is sometimes true, but it 
is plain that if officials were not politi- 
cians there would be no political hostility 
aroused, If they were appointed without 
reference to their party no one would try 
to attack a party through them. Nor 
would they be, as they often are, at- 
tacked by factions in their own party 
who are desirous of their places. Again, 
although it is not claimed that the com- 
petitive examinations alone can guaran- 
tee good character, it is worth remark 
that none of the men conspicuously be- 
smirched in this scandal entered the 
service through the competitive system. 
While conipetition’ alone cannot secure 
probity, the trial that follows does much 
to test probity, and, what is more im- 
portant than anything elsé, open compe- 
tition does remove the temptation to ap- 
point unfit men because of political serv- 
ices given or demanded, 

It is‘ held by the English papers to 
which we have referred that evils of this 
sort and on this scale do not readily 
arise in the British civil service, espe- 
cially in the body of the service where 
favoritism has been excluded by law for 
nearly 4 half century. “Incapacity and 
inefficiency are’ common enough,” says 
The Titnes, “as the recent history of the 
War Office shows. But no one supposes 
that the worst blunders of the War Office 
@re due to any worse cause than stupid- 
ity and an ingrained habit of ‘ muddling,’ 
grafted on to a thoroughly bad system of 
organization.” 

This is probably an accurate statement 
of the matter, and as it has been shown 
that our system of political favoritism, 
#0 far as it survives, does not prevent 
“stupidity and muddling;” the compari- 
son is decidedly against us. 


THE MILLER CASE. 


Is it possible that President RoosEVELT 
néeds to be reminded that the only deci- 
sion he is called upon to make in the case 
of Foreman MILL=R is one in accordance 
with right and the facts? If the an- 
nouncement is authorized that no deci- 
sion will be reached until his return to 
Washington, when he will have a con- 
ference with ‘‘a number of the most 
prominent leaders of organized labor in 
the United States,” with a view to reach- 
ing “an amicable settlement” of a ques- 
tion which he finds embarrassing, and of 
“preventing the recurrence of such a 
situation in the future,’”’ the chances are 
many to one that the decision will be not 
according to law and the principles of 
substantial justice, but that least cal- 
culated to alienate the vote of organ- 
ized labor. From such a termination of 
the Miller incident we may well pray 
for deliverance, and so may Mr. Roosp- 
VEL, 

It 4s inconceivable that the President 
needs information from the leaders of 
organized labor in the United States as 
to what he should do in this or any 
other case. If in doubt, he has legal ad- 
_ yisers who will counsel him more wisely 
- and with a much clearer understanding 
of what the law prescribes and equity 
demands. If Mr. JoHN MITCHELL has 
been retained to -ct as peacemaker be- 
tween the President and the irate labor 


leaders who are breathing out threaten- 
ings and slaughter because the rules of 
a union are not -egarded by the Govern- 
ment as paramount to the laws of the 
United States relating to the civil service, 
and if his function is to “use his pow- 
erful influence to prevent any action by 
the Executive Council of the American 
Federation of.Labor, or any hasty ex- 
pression of opinion through, the medium 
of resolutions or otherwise,” the Presi- 
dent’s position is-one of great humilia- 
tion. It is not surprising that the repre- 
sentative labor leaders are ‘much elat- 


ed” if the President has deemed it pru- | 
dent to defer final decision until he has |! 


had Opportunity to confer with them. 
An “amicable settlement "of the Miller 

case, or one which shall gratify organ- 

ized labor, is not the kind of settlement 


which it is right to do in his case should 
be done, no matter who is pleased or dis- 
pleased. For Central Unions and Na- 
tional Federations to.instruct the Presi- 
dent what he shall do, and threaten him 
with their displeasure if he hesitates or 
refuses to do it, is magnificent imperti- 
nence—if impertinence can ever be any- 
thing but contemptible. We confidently 
hope, for the sake of the President's self- 
respect and the respect in which he is 
held by good citizens generally, that the 
whole story of his vacillation and his de- 
termination to take counsel of the trades 
union leaders in a plain matter of public 
duty is a creation of the lively imagina- 
tion of one of them, in whom the wish is 
father to the thought. 


THE MASSACHUSETTS CORPORA- 
TIONS LAW. 

An interesting illustration of the tend- | 
ency of the times is the radical depart- 
ure of Massachusetts from the conserva- 
tism of its former position with regard to | 
the conditions precedent to incorporation | 
exacted of limited liability stock com- | 
panies organized in that State. 
general corporations law 
bars’ so completely that practically no | 
safeguards remain against the wildest of 
wildcat incorporations. 

The old law was perhaps somewhat too 
stringent in its provisions. Before a com- 
pany could begin business with corporate 
privileges all of its capital must be paid 
in, either in cash or its equivalent. The 
value of property purchased by stock 
issues had to be passed upon by the Com- 
missioner of Corporations. No allow- 
ance in capitalization was permitted for 
good-will, services, or expenses, and pat-

ent rights had only such value as the 
Commissioner might see fit to give them. 
The limitations on liability were sharply 
restricted, and under some conditions 
both stockholders and Directors were lia- 
ble for the debts of a corporation. No 
Massachusetts company could own the 
stock of another corporation, and in 
many other respects the law was regard- 
ed as less liberal than it should be to 
give proper encouragement to Massachu- 
setts incorporations. 

The new law represents the swing of 
the pendulum to the other extreme of 
its beat. There is practically no limit to 
the capitalization of a stock company 
formed under it. Stock may be issued 
for cash, property, services, and ex- 
penses, in the sole judgment of the Di- 
rectors. A list of stockholders is not 
open to public inspection as a matter of 
right. The only liability of either stock- 
holders or Directors is in the item of 
wages for labor, on judgments obtained 
through suit brought within six months, 
and for illegal acts. The incorporation 
fees and annual taxes are made very low. 
The rapid increase in the number of 
Massachusetts incorporations since the 
new law became operative shows that it 
is well regarded by organizers of com- 
panies. It places the responsibility for 
the soundness of an incorporation where 
it would seem properly to belong—on the 
Directors. Whether Massachusetts has 
changed its policy so radically in order 
to make it the better conform to existing 
business conditions, “for revenue 
" we do not know.

LANDLORDS’ RESPONSIBILITIES IN 
APARTMENT HOUSES. 

The revival of incendiarism as an ad- 
junct to sneak thieving, of which an ex- 
ample is furnished in the attempt to 
burn the multiple apartment house on 
West Fifty-third Street containing 250 
tenants, raises again the important ques- 
tion, What are the responsibilities of a 
landlord in such cases for loss or dam- 
age suffered by a tenant? The object of 
starting fires in the basements or cel- 
lars of apartment or tenement houses is 
to create panics and drive the vane 
into the street, thus giving thieves an 
opportunity to rummage the rooms and 
steal everything portable of value which 
they can reach. It is a desperate crime, 
but it is one which is very easily carried 
out in an apartment house in which ver- 
tical shafts run from cellar to ro@f for 
the dumbwaiter service. It only needs a 
“smudge” of paper and straw to fill 
the place with smoke. 

The question of the landlord’s respon- 
sibility ‘to the tenant grows out of the 
fact that he, and not the tenant, is cus- 
todian and guardian of the parts of the 
building which are common to.all ten- 
ants and accessible to whoever may 
choose to enter them. In his own apart- 
ments the tenant haf responsibility for 
what may happen; he has no such re- 
sponsibility im the cellar, on the Stairs, 
in the halls, or upon the roof. The land- 
lord is represented in the discharge of 
his duties by his agent, the janitor, who 
has among other responsibilities that of 
guardian of the premises and their pro- 
tection against intrusion by’ unauthor- 
ized or maliciously disposed persons. If 
this duty ig neglected or performed so 
carélessly that thieves cah get into the 
cellar of a building and start fires there- 
in with a View to stampeding the tenants, 
and_loss or injury results to a tenant 
therefrom, it would seer perfectly clear 
that he Had good grounds for recourse 
against the landlord in a suit for dam- 
ages.

ENGLISH OPERA IN BROOKLYN. 


The Castile Square Company Opens in 
“Faust” at the Academy of Music, 


The Castile Square Opera Company, which 
began a four weeks’ engagement at the 
Broeklyn. Academy of Music last evening, 
has stbod for the most persistent and seri- 
cus attempt that has been made of late 
r'years to give opera in English. There has 
always’ been very good reason to believe 
‘tha@there is a constituency that wants 
such opera at popular prices, and there 
were further reasons offered last evening 
in the size and enthusiasm of the audience. 
Mr. Savage planted himself on safe ground 
when he offered ‘“‘ Faust’’ for his opening 
attraction; if there are any problems in the 
situation, they will appear later in the 
course of his engagement, When the works 
that are unfamiliar in their English form, 
like ‘‘ Tosca’’ and “ Otello,” are produced. 


In the meantime, last evening’s showing in 
the most familiar and the most popular of 
all operas of its school was an earnest of 
the zeal and care of the management and 
of the competence of the company in at 
least some portions of its task.

FREDERICK S. GIBBS DEAD 


End Came Suddenly After a Favor- 
able Bulletin Had Been Issued. 


Republican National Committeeman 
Held Many Important Positions in 
Course of His. Political Career. 


ASBURY PARK, N. J., Sept. 21.—Fred- 
erick 8. Gibbs died at 12:13 o'clock this 
afternoon from aneurism of the heart. While 
the doctors had predicted that his end was 
likely to occur at an¥Y moment, the changs 
for the worse was entirely unexpected. 
Only a little while before the usual morn- 
ing bulletin was issied saying he passed a 
quiel night. Mrs, Gibbs and his children 
were in the house, and when -the collapse 
came they were summoned to his bedside, 
and were with him when he died. 

The funeral services will be held Friday 
morning at 10:30 A. M. at the Church of the 
Transfiguration, New York City. Inter- 
ment will be in Gmaenwood Cemetery. 


Frederick Seymour Gibbs, New York's 
Republican National Committeeman, ex- 
Senator, ex-AssemBlyman, one-time candl- 
date for Mayor of New York, and member 
of the Executive Committee of the Repub- 
lican National Committee in the second 
McKinley-Bryan campaign, was born in 
Seneca Falls on March 22, 1845. Besides 
figuring in business and politics, Mr.“Gibbs 
had been a soldier, and also was an art 
connoisseur. Though an assiduous collector 
of paintings, his operations in that line 
were not generally known. His pictures 
were his great delight, and to his Intimates 
he never tired of singing their pratses. 

He lived for forty years before appearing 
in any way #s a political factor. For a 
long time he was outside the organization 
breastworks, and was cordially hated by 
the nore devoted of the followers of Sena- 
tor Platt, but after a time he became one 
of the closest of Senator Platt's friends 
and allies. Beginning with the first Mc- 
Kinley campaign, he became the member 


“ot} the Republican National Committee for 
‘New. York, poneceting William A. Suther- 
land of Rochester, who had held the osi- 
tion sitice the second Harrison-Cleveland 
campaign. 

At the age of seventeen Gibbs joined the 
One Hundred and Forty-eighth New York 
Regiment, which was recruited chiefly in 
Geneva. He served until the end of the 
war, his regiment taking part in many tm- 
yortant batt'es. He was brevetted First 
Jeutcnant. He was wounded in the face, 
and his heavy flowing mustache served 
to conceal the wound in after years. 

Beginning in a humble position with the 
Gould Pump Company of Seneca Falls, he 
worked his way into positions of great re- 
aponsibility, and when he came to New 
York became the metropolitan representa- 
tive of the company. At the time of his 
death he was the President of the Metro- 
politan Water Company. 

His advent into the political arena was 
in 1881, when he was the Senatorial candi- 
date in the Eighth. District, He was de- 
feated by Dunne, the Tammany Hall and 
County Democracy candidate, but two 
years later was elected. Senator Gibbs re- 
ceived the Chairmanship of Cities, a great 
honor for a new member, and also the 
Chairmanship of the Committee on Griev- 
ances. As Chairman of Cities Committee 
he came to New York with an investigat- 
ing committee, and for weeks probed the 
workings of the Government as adminis- 
tered by Mayor William R, Grace, 

In the Fall of 1884, Senator Gibbs accept- 
ed the Republican nomination for Mayor, 
in the contest against William R. Grace, 
County Democracy and Irving Hall candi- 
date, and Hugh J. Grant, Tammany_ Hall 
nominee, Blaine and Cleveland wefe fight- 
ing their great battle for the highest stake 
in the country. Grace won with 96,288 
votes as against 85,861 for Grant and 
Gibbs's 44,386. That was the campaign of 
the “three G's."’ - 

Senator Gibbs completed his term in the 
Senate and did not return to the Legis- 
lature until 1889. He had incurred the dis- 
yleasure of Senator Platt in the United 
States Senatorial struggle between Levi P. 
Morton and Wfliiam Maxwell Evarts, be- 
cause of his support of Evarts, who was 
elected, and when he sought a re-election 
Senator Platt ut, up a three-cornered 
fight against him by running the Rey. 
Stephen Merritt as a Prohibitionist candi- 
date, and so many votes accrued to Mer- 
ritt that Gibbs was sacrificed and Dun- 
ham, the Democrats’ nominee, elected. The 
title “the wicked Gibbs’’ was bestowed 
upon the Senator in this campaign. Merritt 
ran a sort of Salvation Army campaign, 
and it was the custom of his adherents to 
speak of their Republican opponent as 
“the wicked Gibbs,” all sorts of political 
misdeeds be@gng ascribed to him. 

In 1888 he was elected on the ticket with 
Benjamin Harrison and served in the ses- 
sions of 1889 and 1890. During those two 
years he served on the Cities, General Laws, 
and five lesser committees, being Chairman 
of Public Health. That ended his career as 
a legislator. He had been Republican 
leader of the Ninth Assembly District for 
some time preceding his death. 

Mr. Gibbs was a member of the Repub- 
lican, New York Athletic. and Salamander 
Clubs. His widow was Daisy M. Meade, 
daughter of Judge Clarence W. Meade of 
this city, and was married to Mr. Gibbs 
Sept. 5, 1895. The Senator's first wife was 
Caroline A., daughter of Charles D. Myn- 
derse of Seneca Falls. The marriage took 
place June 20, 1667. 
At the business meeting of the Repub- 
lican Club last night notice was taken of 
the death of Mr. Gibbs and a committee 
a} pointed to draft resolutions of respect.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Col. C. V. De Land. 

JACKSON, Mich., Sept. 21.—Col. Cc. V 
De Land, one of the oldest and _ best- 
known newspaper men in the State, died 
at his residence here early to-day after a 
long illness. Col. De Land served through 
the civil war, and was made Brevet Brig- 
adier General of United States Volunteers 
in 1865 for bravery and meritorious serv- 
ices. 


Charles Victor De Land was born in 
North Brookfield, Mass., July 25, 1828, his 
parents removing to Michigan in 1830. 
in 1849 he founded The Jackson Citizen. 
He.was Secretary of the provisional com- 
mittee of sixteen to organize an anti-Ne- 
braska party, and as such drafted, printed, 
and circulated the call for the first Re- 

ublican State Convention in the United 

tates, which was held at Jackson, Mich., 
July 6, 1854. He was Clerk of the House 
of Representatives in 1857-9. and was a 
member of the State Senate in 1861-2, He 
enlisted as a private in the civil war, and 
was a Brigadier General at its close, hav- 
ing been three times severely wounded 
and twice a poten of war. He was 
Consul at Cadiz in 1865, State Senator in 
1873-4, Collector of Internal Revenue from 
1874 to 1880, a Republican Presidential 
Elector in 1892, and was appointed Michi- 
gan Tax Statistician in 1895. During all of 
his career he was actively identified with 
journalistic work.

~ PARKS STARTS HS FIGHT 


Throws iron Workers’ Convention 
into a Turmoil. 


Murmurs of Disapproval as He Demands 
Removal of Some Delegates from 
the Hall—He Angers Kansas 
City Men. 


KANSAS CITY, Sept. 21. —Before the In- 
iernational Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers’ Convention met in annual ses- 
sion here to-day. Sam Parks of New York 
said: 

“I have come here for the purpose of 
making the fight of my life for labor, and 
I honestiy believe it is necessary to make 
such a fight. It seems that some are 
fighting against the rights of labor instead 
of for it. The delegates of Local Union 
No. 2, from New York City, are going into’ 
this convention. President Buchanan has 
Noe power to suspend Local Union No. 2, 
and we will he into this convention with- 
out hindrance.’ 

That Parks meant-.what he said was 
made ciear almost immediately after the 
ednvention had been called to order to-day. 
He soon was on his feet protesting and 
engaged in stormy colloquies with various 
delegates. President Buchanan had diffi- 
culty in preserving order. Speaking of the 
outlook for a fight in the convention over 
the Parks delegates, President Buchanan 
said: 

“I do not 
protection.”’ 

Before the convention adjourned to-day 
he said: 

“*I have suspended No. 2 for what I be- 
lieve was sufficient cause, and will try to 
substantiate that before the Credentials 
pe -espapangl 

Wo. 2 is Parks's union. 

President Buchanan called the convention 
td order at 10:30, and without attempting 
to address the delegates, introduced Mayor 
James A. Reed, who extended the city’s 
welcome. When John Smith, an officer in 
the Industrial Council of Kansas City, had 
finished his response on behalf of the con- 
vention, Samuel Parks jumped to his feet. 
He wanted to know whether the conven- 
tion had been called as a gathering of or- 
ganized labor or as a public meeting. With- 
out waiting for an answer, he went on to 
denounce in a general way some of those 
present. There were some in the hall, he 
said, not rightfully delegates to the conven- 
tion; and he requested that these be re- 
moved. 

There were murmurs of disapproval 
throughout the floor, and President Bu- 
chanan interrupted the New York delegate 
with the statement that he was out of 
order. 

Severe! delegates attempted to gain the 
attention of the chair, but President Bu- 
chanan ordered the convention to procecd 
with the next order of business, the re- 
ceipt of credentials of the different unions 
and credentials of the various unions. 

One delegate arose and asked: *“ How can 
this convention be called, to order until 
credentials have been passed on to show 
whot is entitled to sit here?” 

President Buchanan said: “The motion 
made is out of order. The proper order of 
business is the presentation of credentials, 
and no business can be done until the cre- 
dentials have been passed upon. 

Parks sprang to his feet a ain. ar ap- 
prove of that ruling,’’ he sai ‘and when 
they ~gnew on you'll find a lot of mem- 
bers of Kansas City No. 10 that'll not be 
allowed in the hall.” 

A member of No. 10 retorted: ‘‘It’s my 
opinion that any man who carries an inter- 
national —s - all right to stay in this 
convention,  * that no member of No. 
10 will take - eart this insult just of- 
fered.’ 

Parks again arose and fairly roared: 
*““No one has more respect for Kansas City 
members of the organization than I have. 
But you'll find when you get down to ex- 
amining credentials = a lot of persons 
traveled all the beg. J here. from New York 
and expect to get into this meeting. I'm 
here to help bar them out, and there are a 
whole lot more of delegates who will be 
giad to disbar them.” 

President Buchanan finally secured order 
and all delegates presented their creden- 
tials to the Secretary. Then President 
Buchanan papetawee = the Credentials 
Committee J Carey, W. M. Shoop, J. J. 
McNamara, Bg eo Winslow, Michael 
Flaherty, W. F. McCoy, and James O'Brien. 

The Credentials Committee did not meet 
until late in the day and no indication of 
what action they might take on/the Parks 
delegation was obtainable in advance. 
Their report will not be considered until 
the convention resumes its session to-mor- 
row morning. 

President Buchanan had prepared his 
annual address in advance, but it was said 
this afternoon that he would not deliver it 
to the delegates owing to the disturbed 
conditions that had arisen. 


DENIES STEEL STRIKE RUMOR. 


Secretary of Amalgamated Association 
Says Lesson of a Few Years Ago 
is Not Forgotten. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Sept. 21.—Concern- 
ing a rumor in connection with the calling 
of a general convention of the Amalga- 
mated Association, to the effect that a 
general steel strike was not improbable, 


Secretary John Williams this afternoon 
made an emphatic denial. 

“Such a story,"’ he said, ‘‘is monstrous. 
It is safe to say that our experience a few 
years ago has not been so soon forgotten. 
We have not even considered the proba- 
bility of a strike, and cannot imagine how 
it originated.”’ 


MARBLE WORKERS LOCKED OUT 


Fight Against the Union Begun in Chi- 
cago, Pittsburg, and Buffalo. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 21.—Four hundred men, 
employes in five shops in this city con- 
trolled by the International Association of 
Merble Workers, found the doors of their 
respective shops closed to-day and a notice 
pested informing them that on Thursday 
morning work would be resumed with a 
torce composed of both union and non- 
union men, duplicating a notice that was 
placed in their envelopes on Saturday even- 
ing.

Oliver T. Sherwood, Accused of Robbing 
a Southport (Conn.) Bank, WII 
Plead Guilty To-day.

HARTFORD, Conn.; Sept. 21.—Oliver T. 
Sherwood, the defaulting cashier of the 
Southport National Bank, will be taken 
from the Hartford jail to-morrow morning 
to the session of the United States District 
Court in New Haven. He will plead guilty 
to the charge on which he was indicted by 
the Grand Jury and ask for the mercy of 
the court. The least sentence he can ex- 
pect to receive under the information is 
five years in State prison. 

Assuming that the funds of the South- 
port National Bank were intact at the 
time Sherwood began his operations, it is 
believed that he took more than $200,000 
from the institution. In addition, he em- 
bezzled many trust funds, but he will not 
be arraigned for these embezzlements, the 
present prosecution being based on viola- 
tions of the Federal statutes. The infor- 
wiation against Sherwood contains five 
counts, three of the counts charge embez- 
zlement and the remaining counts charge 
the same crime as that in the three counts, 
but in different form. They were put in 
the. complaint for the purpose of furnishing 
additional proof of guilt should the prisoner 
decide to stand trial. The maximum pen- 
alty under each of the three counts is ten 
years in prison, and the minfmum under 
each is five years. The belief is that the 
United States District Attorney will not 
ask for sentence on more than one count. 

Sherwood was located and arrested in 
Panama some weeks ago after he commit- 
ted the crime. He was my eng medicine 
in Panama. Although the fact is not gen- 
erally known, Sherwood has a glass eye, and 
this is what materially assisted the secret 
service men in locating him. He was ar- 
rested in Panama on July 23. There have 
been rumors that Sherwood would. stand 
trial and that the defense would be tempo- 
rary. aberration of mind. Dr. James N, 
Keniston of the Connecticut Hospital for 
the Insane at Middletown, has examined 
Sherwood at the jail, on request of Arthur 
L. Shipman, who represents Sherwood, and 
United States District Attorney Parker has 
had him examined by Dr. E. A. Down of 
this city. If any plea of temporary aber- 
ration of mind is made in behalf of Sher- 
wood, it will be made in mitigation of pun- 
ishment only. 


A WAR BETWEEN RAILROADS. 


Western Maryland Applies for Injunc- 
tion Against the Baltimore 
and Qhio. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 21.—Another 
step in the fight between the Goulds and 
the Pennsylvania and the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Companies was taken when 
the Western Maryland Railroad Company 
filed application for an injunction against 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad to stop 
alleged diversion of freight traffic. 

This case involves the alleged breakage 
of traffic agreements between the roads, 
and relates to the old arrangement between 
the Western Maryland and the Baltimore 
and Ohio for the handling by the former 
of traffic interchanged by the latter with 
the Reading Railroad. This has become a 
profitable feature of the business of the 
Western Maryland Railroad, but when that 
property passed into the hands of the 
Goulds it was transferred to the Cumber- 
land Valley Railroad at a considerable loss 
to the Western Maryland. 


HOCKING VALLEY’S YEAR. 


The réport of the Hocking Valley Rail- 
way Company for the year ended June 30 
shows that the gross earnings of the road 
were $6,049,698, an increase over the pre- 
vious year. The net earnings were $2,211,- 
172, an increase of $123,981. The increase 
in earnings from other sources than traffic 
amounted to $77,745, and the surplus ac- 
count at the end of the fiscal year showed 
an increase of $193,049.

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JERSEY SCHOOL LAW YOID' 


Adverse Decision Rendered Vester: | 
day May Lead to Chaos. 


Court of Errors, for Second Time, De- | 


feats Acts Designed to Operate 
Schools Under General Law.

TRENTON, Sept. 21.—After a debate in 
secret conference, the Court of Errors and 
Appeals this afternoon reversed the decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court, and declared the 
McKee School act of 1902 unconstitutional 
in all its parts, Only the synopsis of the 
opinion was announced. 

On the proposition that “ unconstitutional 
provisions may be eliminated only where 
interjected into a statute otherwise valid, 
and that the law of 1902 (the McKee act) 
is local and special legislation and is there- 
fore unconstitutional,’’ the members of the 
court were divided, six in the negative and 
five in the affirmative. The court was af- 
firmatively unanimous on the question, “ Is 
legislation which provides one method of 
management for schools in cities and an- 
other method for the management of schools 
in other municipalities prohibited by the 
Constitution?’ These questions being dis- 
posed of, the court unanimously concurred 
in declaring the McKee act unconstitu- 
tional. 

Thus is defeated the second attempt on 
the part of the State school authorities to 
bring all the schools in the State within the 
purview of a single general school law. 
Justice Pitney said that the full opinion 
will not be filed for some days, and, as it 
practically disorganized the school system 
everywhere, the court may, as it did in the 
case of the Stokes school law, which that 
just overturned was intended to mend, 
withhold the formal entry of the judgment 
till the Legislature shall have had another 
opportunity to put things in order again. 

Speaking broadly, the purpose of the orig- 
inal State school law, drawn largely by 
ex-Senator Stokes, four or five years ago, 
was to _weld all the schools of the State— 
from the district schools in the rural sec- 
tions to the High Schools in the populous 
cities—into one great graded State-wide 
seminary of learning. The theory of the 
State has always been that the schools are 
State, and not local, institutions, and the 
Stokes act was intended to materialize that 
idea. As a consequence the Stokes act took 
the local Boards of Education out of the 
surrounding municipal gene and made 
them autonomous and responsible only to 
the State au rities. 

When the scheme was first put in the 
form of statute, the local boards—some of 
them reluctantly, but all because the State 
School Superintendent could stop their 
school moneys unless they complied—reor- 
ganized under it, but some of the op- 
ponents of the measure took it into court. 
After long arguments, the Court of Errors 
found the act so full of flaws that it could 
not or should not be enforced. 

The anrouncement from the bench that 
the act was not good threw the school 
men into a state of excitement. The un- 
avvuidable consequence of the decision was 
to throw the school administration every- 
where into hopeless confusion; and the sit- 
uation was one that the court felt called 
upon to temporize with. It was finally ar- 
ranged that the Judges should delay the 
formal entry of the judgment till after the 
Legislature convened. 

‘The first thing the succeeding Legislat- 
ure did was to enter upon the task of 
tinkering the disabled law into a shape 
that would meet the Court’s views; and 
the friends of the new system thought 
they had done that through the ency 
of the act introduced by Senator cKee 
of Passaic County. The act went through 

both houses without discussion and was 
signed by the Governor in the Winter of 
1902-3, and scHoolmen eupqoes that all 
their bothers were over at last, when the 
Hoboken Board of Education appealed to 
the court for a construction of some 

clauses of the remedial act. 

That drew the attention of other city 
school authorities to unsmooth places in 
the system, and within a month three or 
four municipalities had joined Hoboken in 
attacks on the law. The court heard argu- 
ment, and weeks later threw the school 
officials into fresh alarm by a request fora 
reargument of the questions at issue. That 
was accepted everywhere as an indication 
that the court had not found it ssible 
even yet to keep its hands off, and Attor- 
ney General McCarter even appealed to 
the Judges not to interfere with the act 
more than they had to—if they could, to set 
aside only the imperfect parts and leave 
the others standing, that a second chaos 
might not be brought upon the conduct of 
the schools. 

The court has concluded that that was 
not possible. It may, however, give the 

sromoters of the act another, chance to 

eep their scheme on its feet y, delaying 

entry of judgment till the Legislature can 
ge t to work upon it again with the repair 
too!s. 

‘The decision,” said State School Super- 
intendent Baxter this evening, “ was no 
great surprise. Now we must go ahead 
on the old laws until we can secure from 
the Legislature a new and perfect act. As to 
chaos reigning on the school bond question, 
I am confident that no great evil can come 
from any attempt to invalidate the present 
bonds. A suit against them would be an 
equity one, and holders of New Jersey 
school bonds sold under the McKee law 
need not feel any worry.’ 

No answer is Yetainavie to-night to the 
question of how the State will now proceed 
with the 1903 school mamey appropriation. 
All the moneys for the mafntenance of the 
schools everywhere were to be disbursed 
under the defective law. 


WANT RECEIVER APPOINTED. 


Bankruptcy Proceedings Against Balti- 
more ice Company and Attachment 
Against New Yorker. 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 21.—Two segarate 
proceedings which appear to bear an inti- 
mate relation to each- other were instituted 
in the Circuit Court here to-day. Under the 
first an order was signed by Judge Dobler 
requiring the Hammond Ice Company to 
show cause on or before Oct. 31 next why 
a receiver should not be appointed to take 
charge of its property in this State. The 
bill was filed on behalf of the Knicker- 
bocker Trust Company and Harry L. Hor- 
ton of New York City, and D. W. and G. H. 
Thomas, builders, of Baltimore. 

The Knickerbocker Trust Company al- 
leges that it is the holder of 301 one-thou- 
sand-dollar bonds of the Hammond Ice 
Company, and Mr. Horton alleges that he 
is the holder of 301 of said bonds, on 
which the coupons payable on July 1 last 
have not been paid, and that the mortgage 
given by the Hammond Ice Company to 
secure the payment of said bonds is in de- 
fault.

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THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


‘Stocks irregular. 


Money easy, 2@2% per cent. 


Business upon the Stock Exchange de- 
veloped no new characteristics yester- 
aay. The news of the day was good; the 
‘tone was dull to weak, and prices for the 
most part slipped away regardless of 
Values, Monday is the day upon which 
Chicago sends a weekly summary of the 
condition and outlook of railway business 
“by, leading officiais. A better budget 
than yesterday's could scarcely be de- 
sired. One'and all testify to good condi- 
tions and better prospects; the traffic is 
in sight, and the only question is regard- 
ing ability to carry it. The general tone 
regarding crop damage is incredulous re- 
garding serious damage elsewhere and 
denial of it as affecting their respective 
territories. The best proof of the truth 
of this is'the weakness of the produce 
markets. Yesterday corn lost a fraction 
over two cents; wheat lost a fraction 
over 1 cent, and cotton closed at 25 points 
decline for September, and 4 to 8 for 
other options. It will be admitted that if 
anxiety regarding the crops is the real 
cause of Wall Street's malaise the facts 
ought to promote a cure. But the facts 
were not doubted, still less denied; they 
‘were simply almost ignored, although the 
weakness of the commodity markets did 
have some disproportionately small ef- 
fect. Prices slipped away under pressure 
apparently of necessitous sales, there be- 
ing some talk of liquidation by one sus- 
’ | lie ate firm which is having difficulty in 
resuming. Steel of course held first place 
@mong the weak ones. The common 
broke 17 to 16%—the usual low record— 
but upon a late rally closed unchanged, 
like the preferred. The 5s were also act- 
ive, and closed 74%, against the opening 
75. Atchison, St. Paul, and Union Pa- 
cific were among those which also closed 
unchanged for the same reason—ilate 
strength having offset early weakness. 
Of the“Industrial group which suffered 
‘with Steel last week American Car and 
Foundry and American Locomotive 
showed improvement, and Pressed Steel 
Car, Railway Steel Spring, and Westing- 
house Manufacturing showed continued 
weakness. Brogklyn Rapid Transit was 
weak, but rallied, and Metropolitan Se- 
curities closed at the lowest, although 
only a fraction down. Neither these 
changes nor others needless to mention 
seemed to have any specific significance, 
being simply translations of the general 
situation into terms of prices. When the 
situation changes prices may be expected 
te change, but the cases are exceptional 
in -which individual fluctuations now 
signify anything regarding the worth of 
properties, 

The tone of the exchange market re- 
gembled the course of the security mar- 
ket—early weakness was followed by late 
comparative strength. The Bank of Eng- 
land is still losing gold faster than it re- 
ceives.it, and the price of gold again is 
rising, denoting that the struggle for 
bullion-is not yet over, although Berlin 
is showing prudence about pushing the 
Bank of England into unnecessary ad- 
vance of its rate. Domestic exchange is 
still against New York at Boston and 
Southern cities, but continues to favor 
New York at Western cities. This week 
the banks are gaining from the Sub- 
Treasury instead of losing, as at this time 
last week. The money market shows no 
uneasiness at the close scrutiny now paid 
to its least details. The reports called 
for from the banks by the Controller are 
showing many improved conditions and 
few unfavorable comparisons. Of seven- 
teen reserve cities twelve report better 
conditions, and only five deterioration, 
not in any case serious. Even Pittsburg 
is in better condition than last Septem- 
ber. The five cities reporting unfavora- 
ble comparisons are Albany, Philadelphia, 
Baitimore, Kansas City, Kan., and St. 

“Joseph. As Baltimore is worse than in 
1902 by no more than .01 and as Kansas 
City’s deterioration leaves it 9 per cent. 
above the legal 25 per cent. reserve, it is 
plam that the facts sctrengthen previous 
opinions that the situation was good, and 
that the South and West really have 
more means of their own than heretofore, 
and hence have less excuse for straining 
the means of the East in the effort to 
supply the harvest needs of those sec- 
tions.

STEEL COMMON BELOW 17. 


The Trust Issue Falis to 16%, but/Closes 
Unchanged at 1754—The Syndi- 
cate Extension. 


For the fifth consecutive business day 
Steel Trust common stéck yesterday scored 
a new low record, falling in the morning 
from 18 (its opening price) to 16%; where 
1,100 shares changed hands. Thereafter, 
though the issues moved irregularly, there 
was. more strength, with a recovery to 
17%, where it closed unchanged from Sat- 
urday’s close. All ‘told, over 80,000 shares 
of the stock changed hands. The preferred 
was much less active, being dealt in only 
to the extent of 12,000 shares, and closing 
unchanged. The new bonds declined frac- 
tionally. 

On the curb the next dividend on 2,000 
shares of the common stock was offered at 
75 cents a share. The best bid was 62% 
cents, 

There was no news in respect to the 
company’s affairs. except the statement 
that a majority of the members of the 
syndicate have accepted the terms of the 
Frpposat to extend the syndicate until 
uly 1, 1904, and will remain. This, how- 
ever, had been regarded as a foregone 
conclusion. 

In a general way The Wall Street Jour- 
nal has this to say: 

Members of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion bond conversion syndicate are somewhat 
puzzled over their failure to receive dividends 
Aug. 15 on the ,000,000 of preferred stock de- 
posited with J. P. Morgan & Co, as managers of 
the underwriting syndicate.

SEPTEMBER COTTON DOWN. 


There was a break of nearly 30 points 
from Saturday’s closing price in Septem- 
ber cotton on the Cotton Exchange yester- 
day on what was said to be selling under 
cover by the Brown pool, though mem- 
bers of the pool were open buyers and 
continued to talk confidently of higher 
prices. Despite this, in well-informed quar- 
ters the belief .was that the bulk of the 
selling was for pool’ account, one report 
having it that the pool members might not 
be able to borrow money enough to take 
up the spot cotton as it comes in-—and it is 
said to be coming in much faster than ex- 
pected, The other months held steadier. 

During the day Theodore H. Price made 
this statement: 

‘Southern telegrams inform me that cot- 
ton is very freely offered and -unsalabié 
at interior points in the South at 10 cents 
per pound, and that bids of 9% cents are 
being solicited. Receipts are rapidly in- 
creasing in every direction, and by the end 
of the week a very full movement will be 
in progress. Reports are being industrially 
circulated of damage to the crop and 
an unfavorable Government report is an- 
ticipated to-morrow, which in my opinion 
hus been fully discounted by the short cov- 
ering in progress to-day. Reports of crop 
deterioration are as certain as Autumn 
weather at this time of the year. We al- 
ways have them whether the crop is a 
large one or a@ small one, and I cannot at- 
tach miuch importance to the them. Dur- 
ing the next three months, whatever the 
size of the crop, we have got to market 
about 6,000,000 bales of cotton, and with 
the trade disorganized as it is 1 do not be- 
lieve that $300,000,000 worth of cotton will 
find buyers at anything like 10 cents a 
pound. I would again call attention to the 
fact that the late movement of the crop 
and the fact that the mills remain un; 
supplied to the ist of October render {i 
necessary for them to provide themselves 
with only eleven months’ consumption, 
while on the other hand the small quantiiy 
of cotton coming in sight during *piem- 
ber leaves the bulk of the crop unmoved 
and will undoubtedly result in receipts dur. 
ing October, November, and December that 
wil be measured woo’ by the capacity of 
the transportation facilities of the South.”’ 


NEW YORK CENTRAL. 

The rumor on the Street yesterday—it 
was lacking of confirmation—was that the 
New York Centrai management is on the 
market for a large sum of money to en- 
able it to carry on its proposed improve- 
ments and extensions. 

The selling of the stock—it was not on an 
extensive scale—was said to come in part 
from local interests and in part from for- 
elgn investors. 


PRESSED STEEL CAR. 


It is said that the selling of Pressed

LAKE SUPERIOR’S FATE 
| "IN SPEYER’S HANDS 


Directors Discuss ‘ Consolidated’s 
Trouble in Long Session. 


First Vice President Sanborn Says They 
Have No Hope of Raising Money to 
Rescue the Corporation—Stee! 
Trust Reported : Hostile. 


“The fate.of the Consolidated Lake Su- 
perior Company is in the hands of Speyer 
& Co:,” said First Vice President Edward 
H. Sanborn last night after a meeting of 
its Directors in this city. 

Before the meeting Charles H. Tweed of 
Speyer & Co., who hold, as collateral for 
a Wan of $5,050,000, the stocks and bonds 
of the Consolidated’s operating companies, 
which since June .30 last could have been 
disposed of to satisfy the loan, said: 

**T shall not attend the meeting, although 
I am a Director, Nor shall I now or at 
anytime during the day have a word to 
say in regard to the affairs of the Con- 
solidated.”’ 

It had been arranged to hold the regular 
monthly meeting of the Consolidated’s 
Directorate at 1:30 P. M. yesterday, but as 
several of the Philadelphia members found 
the, hour inconvenient it was held at 3:30 
P. M. in Room T in the offices of the Ber- 
wind-White Company at 1 Broadway in 
circumstances of extraordinary secrecy. 
From Philadelphia came Vice President 
Sanborn and Directors James 8S. Swartz, 
George Philler, H..G. Lioyd, Jr., and T, C. 
Search, with F. S. Lewis, an ex-President 
of the company, who has been active in 
endeavoring to relieve the corporation of its 
present financial embarrassments. Con- 
trary to expectation only one member of 
the Finance Committee which has consid- 
ered several plans to wipe out the claim 
of Speyer & Co. and to provide for float- 
ing indebtedness and working capital, H. 
KK. McHare, was present, the others, E. J. 
Berwind and Samuel Rea, being reported 
out of town. The deliberations of the board 
lasted’ until nearly 6 o’clock, when all the 
members, except Mr. Sanborn, vanished 
by a rear door of the building, giving vari- 
ous reasons for not saying anything about 
the meeting. Mr. Sanborn was cornered 
and he surrendered gracefully with: 

“Well, line up. What do you want to 
know. There’s nothing to tell, I'll say that 
to start with.” 

-Mr.-Sanborn parried several questions in 
regard to the conference and, finally, said: 

“Jt amounts to this. It’s up to Speyer & 
Co. to do what they see fit in the matter of 
that loan of $5,050,000. I mean to say that 
nothing in the way of devising a plan of re- 


lief for. the company was done to-day. 
Nothing to this end has been accomplished, 
and I may say that we have no hope of 
raising the money that we need to rescue 
the corporation. What Speyer & Co. will 
do I cannot say. Will they realize on the 
collateral that ‘they hold, or will they give 
us an opportunity to redeem it? That is for 
the future. No feasible-plan of relief was 
presented to-day. 

“The meeti was our regular monthly 
one ong pn gent ne gg ON Ls 
peat, all depends on wha . . 
We have no fault to find with them. They 
have been very kind, very lenient with us 
for nearly three months. cannot now say 
what we will do. The officers are not going 
to resi just.at present, for whatever 
Speyer & co. may do, the holding company, 
the Consolidated Lake Superior, will exist. 
No plan to finance our difficulties was pre- 
sented to-day. We had no commynication 
from Speyer & Co. and sent them none. 
What has been called the Equitable-Morton 
plan. of adjustment was not considered to- 
day. 

“The doors of our plants in the Sault Ste. 
Marie district were closed through our own 
action. Our men there have not been paid 
$200,000 due them as wages for six weeks, 
and none are more in sympathy with them 
than we. As to the general rumor in regard 

to financial hostility to our endeavors to 
* yelieve ourselves of a strait, that is a sub- 
ject I do not care to discuss. But I say 

again that the fate of the Consolidated 

Lake Superior Company is in the hands of 
Speyer & Co. The question of antagonistic 
outside influences to our detriment is a mat- 
ter of opinion and may not warrant an ex- 

pression of views. 

‘Speyer & Co. hold aij the assets of the 
Consolidated’s operating companies, stocks 
and bonds and other ties. They may be 
put on the market. transaction was in 
the character of a time Joan. The securi- 
ties represent $30,000,000 nt on the prop- 
erties, and it ought to be borne in mind 
that there are $4,500, of prior liens, so 
that if the property goes SS gt el & Co. it 
goes for not less than $9,550,000, and not 
$5,050,000, the amount of the loan. 

‘* As to reorganization, we are not yet up 
to that point. I cannot now discuss the 
future in that regard.’’ 

A. plan of relief for the Consolidated that, 
while not definitely, abandoned by finan- 
ciers who considered it, is unlikely to result 
in siceess, involyed an assessment of $8 
on each of the 1,000,000 shares of Consoli- 
dated Lake Superior. This would—if, as 
was doubted at the outset, all the assess- 
ments were paid—produce $8,000,000, or 
enough to wipe out the Speyer & Co. loan, 
pay $1,500,000: floating -debt, and furnish 
$1,500,000 working capital. Involved in the 
scheme of relief was the reduction of capi- 
tal stock 50 to 60 per cent. This would 
bring. the capitalization near to the amount 
@xpended on the properties—$30,000,000. A 
complete plan of reorganization of the cor- 
poration was also undep consideration. 

Speyer & Co. were managers of the $5,- 
053,000 Consolidated loan syndicate, in 
which were Kuhn, Loeb & Co., Blair & 
Co., several Philadelphia and Boston finan- 
clal houses, and Canadian interests, includ- 
ing®the Imperial Bank of Canada and the 
Bank of Montreal. The securities given as 
collateral for the loan were those of the 
lake Superior Power Company, capital 
&2,000,000; Michigan Lake Superior Power 
Company, $3,500,000; Sault Ste. Marie Pulp 
and Paper Company, $2,000,000; Tagona 
Water and Light Company, $200,000; Al- 
goma Central Railway, $10,000,000; the 
.North Shore and Manitoulin Railway, $10,- 
000,000; the International Transit Company, 
$150,000; the Trans-St. Mary's Traction 
Company, $400,000; the Algoma Commer- 
cial Company, $10,000,000; the Algoma Steel 
Corapany, $20,000,000 and the British Amer- 
ican Express Company, $100,000. 

A Director of the Consolidated Lake Su- 
perior Company said yesterday that its a. 
ponent when “financial relief was sought 
was the United States Steel Corporation. 
A plan to raise money to meet the Speyer 
& Co. loan and to wipe out floati indebt- 
edness and provide working capital through 
a bond issue was thwarted, and only $4,000,- 
090 was subscribed, which was returned to 
the subscribers. It seemed extraordinary 
to him that with the company’s properties 
and facilities it could not raise $8,000,000 or 
$9,000,000 to put it on an easy footing. 

This statement in regard to hostility to 
the Consolidated was met by the assertion 
that a financial concern closely identified 
with’ United States Steel had offered to 
subscribe $500,000 to a loan scheme in its 
favor, and Vice President James Gayley of 
the Steel Corporation is quoted as saying 
that while the company has no immediate 
intention of establishing works in Canada, 
the matter is under consideration. 

Speyer & Co. last night announced that 
they would make no statement on the Con- 
solidated situation.

Westerners Understood to be Bullish on 
Stocks and Bearish on Corn 
and Wheat. 


Speculative Wall Street, and some strong 
investment interests as well, are much in- 
terested in the probable developments, 
stock marketwise, in the next few days.

INQUEST IN KEYES KILLING. 


Coroner’s Jury Holds Breen for the 
Shooting—A Witness Who Feared 
to Appear to Testify, 


é 

That Capt. William H. Keyes, proprietor 
of the East River Hotel at Catharine and 
Water Streets, came to his death by shoot- 
ing in the early morning of Sept. 16 last 
at the hands of James Breen, alias James 
Kelly, was the verdict brought in by the 
Coroner’s jury at the end of the inquest 
held yesterday. 

Breen was committed to the Tombs Prison 
without bail by Coroner Scholer. Assistant 
District Attorney Kerfiochan said that the 
case _will probably be presented to the 
Grand Jury to-day. 

At the opening of the inquest Coroner 
Scholer told the jury that he had a state- 
ment of an eye witness of the shooting, 
who, however, refused to appear at the in- 
quest because, he said, he was afraid that 
friends.of the prisoner, Breen, might kill 
him. The name of the man, the Coroner 
said, was George Wilson, forty years old, a 
painter, of 394 Water Street. he Coroner 
had to get Wilson's statement before the 
jury. by reading it. In it Wilson said that 
while standing in a_doorWay opposite the 
hotel he saw Capt. Keyes and the defend- 
ant arguing and that finally Breen walked 
away; that Breen returned later on and 
opened the door of the hotel at the Water 
Street entrance, and after calling Capt. 
Keyes vile names fired and ran away. 

Patrolman Wiliam H, Roy, who arrested 
Breen, testified to finding a revolver in the 
prisoner’s cket when he arrested him, 
while running away, at James and Cherry 
Streets, and that the barrel of the revolver 
was hot when taken from Breen’s pocket. 
Of its five chambers three were loaded with 
ball cartridge, one with blank cartridge, 
and one was empty, Roy said.

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CLUE TO DEXTER MURDER 


Man’s Footprints on Road Where 
He Was Slain. 


Lawyer Badger Says They Led from Be- 
hind a Nearby Wood Pile—Body 
Brought to This City. 


Jolin P. Badger, lifelong friend and legal 
adviser of Orrando Perry Dexter, who was 
assassinated last Saturday afterroon on 
his great tract in the heart of the Adiron- 
dacks, arrived. in this city with the body 
yesterday morning and told of what is con- 
sidered to be a vdiuable clue that may lead 
to the apprehension of the murderer. 

After recounting the well-known circum- 
crime and the finding of the 


“Sheriff Steenberge and I reached the 


| place at 9 o’clock that night, driving thirty 
; miles over from Malone. 


The first thing 
the Sheriff found was that about twenty 
rods from where the body was discovered 
was a pile of cedar fence posts about two 
feet from the road. This was the only 
cover that would have hiddén a person in 
any direction for fifty or one hundred 
yards. Footprints of a man led from behind 
this pile into the road. They were not dis- 
tinct on the fallen leaves, but we have 
been able to get the exact measurements 
of one heel. It is wide, aparently of a 9 
or 10 shoe of coarse make, such as is worn 
by huntsmen and lumbermen. The assas- 
sin“may have seeh Mr. Dexter leave his 
house. He stepped out and shot him from 
the middle jot the road after he had passed 
and was about to descend a slight declivity. 

“As to the motive, I want to deny some 
stories of Mr. Dexter being always in 
litigation. I feel much hurt that some have 
said that my friend was a quarrelsome and 
petulant man, While he treated with .some 
asperity men who did not know him, he 
was a good man and never wronged any- 
one, The only piece of litigation which he 


had pending at the time of his death was 
ae the parties to which live in New 
ork. 

“He at one time charged a man with 
Setting fire on his lands, The Grand Jury 
failed to indict, but the man was non- 
suited when he brought ayn action alleging 
malicious prosecution. A tan named Al- 
fred cut about 100 hemlock trees on Mr. 
Dexter's land. Mr. Dexter forbade him to 
cross his land when he refused to pay for 
them, but settled the matter in a perfectly 
friendly manner with Mr. Alfred's partner. 
A story that he built a house across a 
neighbor's road and bought land shutting 
him in is absolutely untrue. The only liti- 
gation I myout brought was against the 
assessors. took them to the property. 
‘I want you to see that while you can 
build a palace in a desert you don’t im- 
prove the desert,’ I said. hey made a 
very smart reduction, and ‘there has never 
been any similar trouble since. 

"Mr. Dexter, however, had recently made 
considerable purchases in the town of Hop- 
kigjon, in St. Lawrence County, just over 
the F'ranklin County line, where his estate 
lay. Through this new purchase is a stream 
which for a long, long time has been used 
by the natives to float pulp wood and shin- 
gie bélts to the mills below. Mr, Dexter 
was yot inclifed to allow this, and there 
wus intense hostility. manifested on the 
part of one mill owner. Mr. Dexter did 
not anticipate any such climax to such 
hostility as had been. expressed against 
him, and laughed at suggestions by his 
friends that he might be shot. He was 
unarmed when he was killed, and his men 
driving before and behind him were not a 
botvenere: All three were on different 
errands.” 

The body reached the Grand Central Sta- 
tion at 8:55 o'clock yesterday morning and 
was removed to an undertaking establish- 
ment, and Lawyer Badger, after consulting 
with Henry Dexter at the residence of Miss 
Marietta Sandford, at 29 West Fifty-sixth 
Street, where the old man is stopping, re- 
turned to the Adirondack region under im- 
structions from Mr. Dexter to help the 
local authorities in every way possible. 

Friends of Orrando P. Dexter said that 
no will had been found, but that it is be- 
lieved that all the property will revert to 
the aged father. There had been trouble 
between father and son when the murdereg 
man’s mother died, the elder Dexter having 
made over all his property to her in the 
belief that she, being twenty years his 
junior, would outlive him. The son under- 
took to manage her estate, The trouble 
never amounted to an open rupture, how- 
ever, and Mr. Dexter has offered a reward 
of $5,000 for the apprenhension of his son's 
slayer, and Lawyer Badger left the city 
with instructions. to spare no expense in 
bringing the murderer to justice. 

Fureral services over the body will be 
held at 10 o'clock to-morrow morning in 
St. Thomas's Protestant Episcopal Church, 
in Fifth Avenue. The interment will be in 
the family phot at Woodlawn. 


MALONE, N. Y., Sept. 21.—Reports that 
a large posse of men is scouring the woods 
in search of the murderer of Orrando P. 
Dexter are erroneous. The authorities do 
not believe that the murderer is hiding in 
the woods. 


POLICE HERO A SUICIDE. 


Captor of Life Savers’ Medal at Last 
Policé Parade Ende Life In 
Station House. 


Patrolman George H. Holder of the East 
Fifty-first Street Station, who at th€ last 
police parade was recipient of the Bell 
medal for having saved the lives of two 
children from drowning in the East River, 
committed suicie yesterday afternoon in a 
room in the station house. 

Half an hour before time for duty he 
was in the dormitory at the top of the sta 
tion house in his citizen’s clothes in com- 
pany with Patrolman John Larkins. 

‘** Have a drink?” he asked. 

‘““No. I don’t touch it,” said Larkins. 
* But you'd better hurry, George, and get 
your uniform on.”’ 

Holder still showed no signs of getting 
ready ‘for duty, and Larkins renewed the 
caution, For answer Holder drew a_bottle 
from his pocket. 

‘Well, I may as well do it now as at any 
time,’’ he said, as he quaffed the contents. 
Larkins though it was only gin, and turned 
to. leave the room. 

“FHiold a minute!” Holder exclaimed. 
“That was carbolic acid I drank, George. 
Now help me if you can.”’ 

An ambulance call was sent to Flower 
Hospital, Dr. Harding worked to save the 
policeman’s life, but he expired a few min- 
utes after the doctor’s arrival He was 
thirty-nine years old, married, but sep- 
arated from his wife. 

Capt. Tighe said Holder was a splendid 
officer, sober and efficient. He believed 
that family troubles had impelled him to 
commit suicide. He was aepegtes to the 
force in 1889, and had been fined only thir- 
teen days’ pay in all that time on minor 
complaints.

In a letter 
which Holder left, addressed to Patrolman 
Peter E. Burns, he directs that his pension 
be devoted to his daughter’s education, and 
that if there is any money due his estate 
from the Police Benevolent “Fund it go to 
his son, but on mo account is his wife to 
receive anything. 


J. D, KILPATRICK’S SUICIDE. 


Friends of Rich Young Philippine Sol- 
dier Mystified as to Motive That 
Prompted it. 


John D. Kilpatrick, twenty-two years old, 
killed himself yesterday morning in the 
Hotel Martinique, 56 West Thirty-third 
Street, shooting himself through the heart.

of Kilpatrick & Collins. The young man 
had inherited his share of his father’s in- 
terest in the contracting firm, was a share- 
holder and Director in the New York Ex- 
port and gh Company, and had large 
accounts with several bankin firms, 

Mr. Hole said yesterday afternoon that 
Kilpatrick had recently been more cheer- 
ful than in some time, and that he could 
imagine no reason for his suicide. His cau- 
tion in business affairs made it extremely 
unlikely that financial losses had prompted 
the act. He did not believe a story to the 
effect that his friend had been disappointed 
in love, because he knew that he was not 
in love with any girl in particular. 

In the suicide’s clothes were found $486 
in money, a gold watch and chain, and a 
ticket on the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
which included a ticket to London. In a 
waste basket were several papers that had 
been carefully torn up. 


BUSINESS MANAGER MISSING. 


No Tidings of Charlies E. Barnes for a 
Week, but His Satchel Is Found 
on Fall River Steamer. 


Charles E. Barnes, about forty years old, 
manager of the New York office of the 
Blickensderfer Typewriter Company, has 
been missing since Monday a week ago. 
On the afternoon of that day just before 
5 o'clock he left the offices of the com- 
pany at 325 Broadway, and Tuesday morn- 
ing, at Boston, his unopened satchel was 
found aboard the steamer Priscilla of the 
Fall River Line.
